COAL STRIKE STILL THREATENED 
(Calgary Herald, Dec. 23rd.) 

Alderman A. G. Broatch, avowed 
proponent of the One Big Union, 
made the threat to the mayors of 
Alberta assembled {n convention here, 
Monday, that the miners of district 
18 would go on etrike in the im- 
mediate future ff the agreement 
made by Senator Gideon Robertson, 
the federal minister of labor, with 
the mine operators and United Mine 
Workers of America, were not abro- 
gated. Alderman Broatch asked per- 
mission to address the mayors, and 
this was the message he gave thern. 

Alderman Broatch asked the may- 
ors to appoint committees of the city 
councils to study his statements, al- 
leging that the treaty was one of co- 
ercion. The mayors declined to take 
collective action other than to agree 
that the matter should be placed be- 
fore the various councils for what- 
ever action is deemed advisable in 
the respective communities. The 
motion was made by Mayor Brown, 
of Medicine Hat, who declined to use 
the word “investigation” as suggested 
by Alderman Broatch. 

the Majority. 

Al@éerman Broatch said that the 
agreement made by Senator Robert- 
son ignored an organization which 
included from 90 to 95 per cent. of 
the miners of Alberta, and that the 
agreement was made with the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America. This 
agreement required the miners to 
join the U.M.W.A. or lose their jobs, 
and also required miners to desert 
other organizations in order to be 
permitted to work. 

If the agreement, Alderman 
Breatch sald, was fulfilled, the mine 
workera of Alberta would have to 
give up what they considered was 
their right. The agreement denied 
full citizenship. 

“Unless the miners join the U.M.W. 
of A., ineluding the 90 to 95 per cent. 
that are members of the other organ- 
ization, there will be a lockout,” said 
Alderman Broatch. “If the agreement 
fs put ito force, there must be a ces- 
sation of work in the coal mines of 
Alberta. 

“Tt is unfair that men should be 
forced to join the organization speci- 
fied by the agreement. ia it right 
for the minister to come here and 
make an agreement that will, no mat- 
ter which way it works, force a cessa- 
tion of work? 

“The coal supply of the three prairie 
provinces,” Alderman Broatch said, “is 
‘n danger tonight.” 

Following some discussion as to the 
possible effects of the O.B.U., Alder- 
man Broatch said: 

“If Canadian miners belonged to 
the U.M.W. of A. there would have 
been a atrike here recently. The O. 
B. U. is a Canadian organization for 
Canadian people.” - 

Mayor Clarke, of Edmonton, ob- 
jected to the coming of Senator Rob- 
ertson to Alberta and declared that 
Senator Robertson had ‘balled up” 
western Canada.” He resented auy 
minister or mayor dictating to men 
as to which organization they should 

oin. 
. Mayer Brown, of Medicine Hat, 
did not believe that a stand should 
be taken against the minister of la- 
bor without hearing full details of 
what he was endeavoring to prevent. 
He then suggested that the matter be 
submitted to the councils, which was 


agreed upon.

books, ete.

With the present equipment, 
plus the ladders already ordered and 
a fire alarm system such as is under 
consideration, together with an effi- 
cient brigade, Grande Prairie will be 
in a position to demand a reduction 
in insurance rates, and to effectively 
cope with any fire outbreak.

A Winnipeg jury has found i | 
B, Russell guilty of ‘seditious con-| 


spiracy’’ by unanimous verdict.| 
., , é. | 
Russell was one of the leaders of | 


the so-called ‘‘sympathetie”’ strike | 
in Winnipeg last spring, and with 
several others was arrested charg- | 
ed with seditious conspiracy in) 
that connection, He has had the! 
advantage of being defended by| 
the ablest counsel he could ‘secure 
—bringing him all the way from! 
Vancouver—and the reports of the} 
trial indicate that the counsel 
played his privileges to the limit— 
and then some. Application has 
been made for a new trial: No 
one can tell what the final result 
will be. But no matter what hap- 
pens Russell, and no matter what 
future decision is reached, the 
established fact remains that al- 
though given every opportunity to 
prove his innocence a jury of his 


fellow citizens has found him 
guilty; The fact that the counsel 
for the defence did not put his 
witnesses on the stand — which 
would have subjected them to 
cross-examination — more than 
likely,—and properly,—influenced 


the jury in their verdict, aside 
fro mthe actual weight of evidence 
offered by the prosecution. 

Now that the verdict has been 
rendered discussion of the merits 
of the case may be permitted. To 
the unlegal mind the contention of 
the defence seemed to be that un- 
less a direct attempt to overthrow 
the national government were 
proven there could be no convic- 
tion for ‘‘seditious conspiracy.’’ 
By their verdict the jury expressed 
the vie wthat there is no division 
in governmental authority and 
responsibility. That as provincial 
and municipal authority is derived 
from and in the last resort de- 
pends for its maintenanee upon 
the strength and backing of the 
national government under the 
terms of the constitution, an at- 
tempt to overthrow or displace 
civie authority by force is in fact 
sedition; and that plotting to bring 
such force to bear is ‘‘seditious 
conspiracy:”’ 

It would appear from the course 
of the defence that the strike had 
been engineered under the impres- 
sion that if the ultimate logical 
result of suevess of such a ‘‘sym- 
pathetic’ strike were kept inthe 
background the penalties for sedi- 
tion and seditious conspiracy could | 
be avoided in case of failure. ‘It is} 
ubvious that constituted authority 
could not be defied and set aside 
with ultimate success in the city of 
Winnipeg without the authority of 
the crown as represented by the 
dominion government being also 
Jefied and set aside Under our 
constitution the whole military 
force of the dominion is at the dis- | 
posal of the civie authority in caso!

‘onstrated at the climax of ‘he 
Winnipeg strike,

On the contrary in getting rid of this 
unfinished stock farmers did the best, in 
fact the only thing, that could be done 
under the circumstances. Their action is 
the inescapable result of an unfavorable 
season in which the production of feed 
grains in Ontario was down to about 60 
per cent of the normal, while roots are 
less than half an average crop. Farmers 
in this province were faced by the neces- 
sity of sending unfinished animals to the 
block or buying feed at prices which 
would make the raw material cost moro 
than feeders could hope to get out of the 
finished product and they wisely chose 
the former alternative,
